STAK-RAK 

The STAK-RAK is a three-sided magazine 
which hooks onto any of the three legs of the CADM 
Rotary Collator. It is free to swing into any posi¬ 
tion for the convenience of the operator. For easy 
removal, the sets of collated material are criss- 
crossed in the STAK-RAK as illustrated. The full 
magazine, having been replaced by an empty STAK- 
RAK, can be easily stored for future operations. 
The STAK-RAK will hold most any size sheets to 
a depth of 14”. 


LAP-RAK 

The LAP-RAK enables the operator to better 
than double conventional gathering time on a stand¬ 
ard CADM Collator. It is placed in the lap to hold 
the collated' material, freeing both hands for gather¬ 
ing. The first set is gathered at one angle, and the 
second set at another as illustrated, making the 
gathering a continuous operation. This eliminates 
both delays between sets and the need for separators. 
When full, the LAP-RAK can be replaced with an 
empty LAP-RAK and, if desired, can be set on a 
flat table or shelf for storage awaiting future 
operations. The positioning of the sheet locating 
pegs on the base of the LAP-RAK is such as to 
accommodate virtually any sheet size. The locating 
pegs also serve to align the sheet uniformly, elimi¬ 
nating to a great extent, a subsequent jogging 
operation.
